HINT OF PLOT TO GIVE 
WOOL TO GERMANY 


‘Aiterncy General to Resin an 


Inquiry Today—Schmidt’s 
Papers Gave a Clue. 


An investigation to determine whether 
or not certain manufacturers and im- 
porters of wool and woolen materials in 
this country have been concerned in a: 
plot for the purpose of supplying Ger- 
many with wool during the war if pos- 
sible, and if not to store up huge quan- 
\tities to ship into that country after 
‘the war, will begin today, when several 
men, all of them said to be prominent 
in the woolen industry, will be examined 
by Attorney General Merton E. Lewis. 
The investigation, which will be held in 
the Attorney General’s office at 299 
Broadway, is expected to show whether 
or not there is ground for the prosecu- 
tion of certain persons alleged to be 
concerned in .the. conspiracy. Deputy 
Attorney General Alfred’L. Becker will 
be in chargé of the investigation. 

The determination to investigate the 
wool situation is due to a perusal of 
papers belonging to Hugo Schmidt, the 
New York representative of the Deutsche 
Bank, who is riow interned as an enemy 
alien. Schmidt was. the so-called .‘‘ pay- 
master ’’ in this country for Bolo Pacha, 
now undér sentence of death for treason 
in France. .

New 9-000 Ton Craft Takes the 
Water Thirty Days Ahead of 
Schedule .at Oakland, Cal.

A PACIFIC PORT, March 14.—So suc- 
cessful was the launching here today of 
the. world’s largest reinforced concrete‘ 
ship that her, builders announced that 
they immediately. would begin construc- |; 
tion of fifty-four similar ships, and ‘ex- 
pected that all would be completed with- 

‘in eighteen months. 

Six weeks from the day the concrete 
was poured into the forms the 7,900-ton 
ghip, named the Faith, took the water. 
The huge hull, careening, sharply as it 
slid sidewise down a steeply pitched in+ 
cline, threw up a big wave in the nar- 
row estuary, then righted sharply and 
rode like a buoy. Not a hitch marred 
the operation, and engineers declared 
themselves so satisfied with the launch- 
ing that it would be unnecessary, in’ 
their opinion, to give the Faith a trans- 
pacific towing tryout, as had been in- 
tended. Engines wilt be installed at 
once, and the Faith will be put into 
commission as soon as she ean ve fitted 
cut, 

Experts who witnessed the —— 
predicted that concrete construction 
would mark a new era in shipbuilding, 
and that the ‘speed with which such 
ships could be turned out undoubtedly 
‘would have an important bearing on the 
successful prosecution of the war. 

Utility rather than grace is expressed 
in the concrete ship’s tines. She.looks as 
if she might: have been out of 
rock, so massive is her build. 

The launching .was from a_ broad 
meadow, with none of the usual ap- 
purtenances of commerce except a spur 
track and a couple of construction sheds. 
It is the contention of the builders that 

-- concrete’ vessels can be built with no 
greater preparation, wherever land and 
water meet and that material always is 
et hand or near by. This obviates the 
necessity for costly yards required to 
handle wooden and steel ships, and long 
hauls of material 

; Engineers for the company also said 
that, contrary to popular impression, re- 
inforced concrete had notable flexibility 
under strain and would, therefore, be 
able to stand the stress of sea duty. The 
reinforcing is expected to prevent pos- 

‘sibility of a hole in the side from col- 
lision or other sources, ‘‘ except dyna- 
mite.” The worst that could happen, 

it was declared, would be a crack in the 
hull. =, 

The vessel is 320 ‘feet long, 44.6 feet 
wide, and 30 feet deep, and will carry 
5,000 tons of cargo. 

Advantages claimed for the’ vessel are 
that concrete construction does not in- 
terfere with steel construction, plenty 
of concrete can be had; concrete ves- 
gels can be built for the present cost of 
wooden vessels; concrete vessels of 7,-

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Trans- 
ports carrying American soldiers abroad 
will have on board representatives of 
the Home Service Section of the Red 
Cross to look after the comfort of the 
men, according to the announcement 
made tonight by Frank W. Persons, Di- 
rector General of the Department of 
Civilian Relief of the society. 

‘* These Home Service men,” said Mr. 
Persons, ‘‘ will have a twofold oppor- 
‘tunity and duty. First, to learn by per- 
sonal conference the anxieties of the sol- 
diers on board, and to forward knowl- 
edge of these to our department, and, 


secondly, to send cOmmunications from 
the man in the service to his family. 

‘“*The soldiers in the camp are not 
told very long in advance that-they are 
to go abroad, as this is not wise from a 
military standpoint. The men have very 
little time to communicate with their 
families and friends before leaving. If 
on the voyage there is some one with 
whom they can talk over family matters 
and by whom they can send word to 
their families, 
lighter hearts ‘and be ready to give the 
Red Cross opportunities to help.

While the suggestion of several dele- 
gates that Poland be named specifically 
jn the resolutions demanding independ- 
“ence was not carried out, the opposition 
to union with’ Poland was so marked 
that a resolution was adopted declaring 
that land in Lithuania should be owned 
only by citizens of Lithuania. ‘‘ This 
is aimed,” said a statement issued by 
the . organization of the convention, 
“against the danger of other nations 
buying up the land and colonizing it 
with men of their’ own nationality.” 
This danger is feared from both Ger- 
meny and Poland, and the present 
ownership of large estates in Lithu- 
anfa by a Polonized nobility gave a 
considerable impetus to the support of 
this resolution. 

It was also voted as the sentiment of 
the convention, however, that full free~ 
dom should be accorded to the peoples 
of other nationalitits living within the 
Lithuanian Republic. This will give 
recognition of cultural rights to the 
Polish minority which will be found in 
many districts where the population is 
predominantly Lithuanian, but more 
particularly it will operate to guarantee 
cultural autonomy ‘tor the ‘very large 
Jewish element in the population of the 
country, for which an appeal was=made 
by Dr. Isaac Hourwich at the first 
day’s session. 

Other resolutions demanded that Ger- 
many and Russia return to Lithuania 
all the inhabitants who have been 
f@rced to emigrate during the war, and 
that these nations should pay in full 
fer the damage done to the property 
of Lithuanians; favored a federation of 
nations for the preservation of world 
peace, and the protection of the rights 
of small States; called for the fullest 
support of America in the war, and the 
appointment of committees to assist .in 
the work of the Liberty bonds, war 
savings, and the Red Cross, and asked 
for open sessions of the, peace confer- 
ence. 

The afternoon sessjon was devoted to 
the question of what te do with the 
funds raised by Lithuanians in. this 
country for the relief of their country- 
men at home. About $175,000 of this 
money has been in the hands of the 
American Red Cross since November, 
1916, at which time it was decided that

CZECHOSLAVS DEMAND 
THEIR INDEPENDENCE 


the Rejchsrat by Former 
' Premier von Seidler. 


A declaration’ in favor of» complete 
independence for Bohemia, Moravia, 
and Austrian ‘Silesia in a_ unified 
Czechoslovak State has _ reached_ this 
country despite suppression by the Aus- 
trian censor.’ It was. adopted by a 
meeting held at Prague on Jan. 6, and 
included all the Czechoslovak Deputies 
in the Austrian Reichsrat and -in the 
Diets of Bohemia, Moravia, and Silesia, 
é4ogether with. representatives of the 
commercial and literary classes, and 
Dr. Kramarzh and other Deputies who 
were deprived of their seats in the 
Reichsrat, and imprisone& for their par- 
ticipation in a similar declaration on 
May 30 last by the club of Czech Depu- 
ties in the Reichsrat. . An issue of the 
New Europe, which has just reached 
this country, describes it as *‘a con- 
stituent assembly of the Czech nation.” 

The declaration was reaffirmed on 
Feb. 10, according to Czechoslovak 
leaders in this country, by'a meeting 
of Czech Deputies of the Reichsrat, in- 
cluding all the representatives of all 
parties. 

The resolution of Jan. 6, together with 
criticisms of Count Czernin’s attitude in 
the negotiations at Brest-Litovsk which 
were made at the same meeting, were 
bitterly attacked in the Austrian Reichs- 
rat on. Jan. 22 by Dr. vpn Seidler, the 
-Prime. Minister, who has since resigned. 
“‘One looks .in vain in this resolution;’’ 
he said, “*‘ for even a distant note of at- 
tachment ‘to the dynasty and the State 
as a whole. 

“Our enemies may,.read in it an en- 
couragement to persevere in the pursuit 
of principles which conflict with the 
existence of our -(i..‘e., the present 
Austrian) State. It must be’ rejectéd 
with indignation by every Austrian and 
resisted by every. Austrian..Government 
with ‘all the means at its.disposal.’’ 

The only reply to this was the re- 
affirmation of Feb. 10 and the declara- 
tion of Czech newspapers of all parties, 
including the Socialist, that the nation 
stood firmly behind its representatives,

EAST HAMPTON, L. I., “March 14.— 
Nearly all the residents of this com- 
munity ‘spent an exciting, day today 
aiding in the rescue of the passengerg 
ard crew of ‘the Merchants and 


Miners steamship Kershaw which went: 


aground on a bar 175 yards off shore in 
‘a gale yesterday. The ship is slowly 
breaking up. Late this afternoon Cap- 
tan James McDorman, who commanded 
the vessel, was brought ashore, the last 
man to leave. 

The rescue was different from any 
ever known -hereabout . because : the 
breeches’-buoy which lifesavers rigged 
when it.-was. found impossible to use 
lifebdats because of the high seas was 
attached to automobiles and run back 
and forth all day by,-their power. It 
chanced that the ship grounded just 
opposite the end of Ocean Avenue. Be- 
cause of the high sea the hawser for 
the buoy was run over the top of a 
building and made fast: behind it so 
that the line,’ fastened at the other 
end to the masthead of the steamer, 
might be kept high above the water. 
Even then it sagged so that close to 
the shore those dangling in the buoy 
could be reached by the automobile 
drivers. In relays. of. twos, k vol- 
unteers, who own cars riggéd*them to 
opposite sides of the continuous line 
of the buoy apparatus. Then the * drove 

eir cars up and down Ocean Avenue, 
iauling the human freight to shore and 
sending the empty buoy back again in 
record time.

INVESTIGATES 15 FIRES. 
Actuarial Bureau Analyzes Out- 


breaks Since We Entered War. 


To learn as: nearly as possible the 
exact causes of recent fires and the 
actual , the Actharial Bureau of 
the National Board of Fire Unider- 
writers'tias.made an analysis of seventy- 
five ‘fires which have occurred’ since 
this ‘cotintry entered the war. The re- 
port says that only four of the. fires 
were incendiary. Six were of unknown 
but suspicious origin. 

On the fires of incedniary origin the 
Linsurance loss was $623,291.06, and the 
whole loss $734,776.86. On the six fires 
of suspicious origin thé insurancé loss 
was $583,439.51, and the whole’ ‘loss 
$618,622.28. The ‘‘ whole loss’ refers 
only to the. destruction of property car, 
rying insurdnoe in companies reporting 
to the. Actuarial Bureau of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters. . The 
total insurance loss of the seventy-five 
fires was $9,733,598.01, and the whole 


loss was $11,492,141.47. The analysis 
made by the bureau ‘took into account 
only those fires which had caused, in 
o2c tance, a reported loss.of $100,000 

or more. The above figures are there- 
fore only. a fractional showing of the 
fires of the period. 

The report is ‘not intended, in spite 
of e."small proportion of — ee 
fir to ‘minimize the necessity for pre- 
caution, and. it is pointed out that over- 
glertness in such matters is betier than 
under-alertnegs. .

With the novelty of Enrico Caruso’s 
appearance in an unfamiliar réle, the 
third he has added since New Year's 
to the old and favorite parts in which 
his public is more used to hearing him, 
and with other changes incidental to 
Mr. Gatti-Casazza’s creatfon of a large- 
ly new repertory amid circumstances of 
‘war, Montemezzi’s ‘‘ L’Amore dei Tre 
Re,” was revived at the . Metropoli- 
tan last evening before one of the finest 
audiences of the season. Besides Caruso 
and the conductor, Moranzoni, all the 
‘women singers were new. The work, 
shelved since the departure of Ferrari- 
Fontana as a soldier of Italy, and the 
retirement of Lucrezia Bori, whose place 
as heroine was now taken by Claudia 
Muzio, had made a deep impression: on 
its production here, Jan. 2, 1914. It 
had quickly come to occupy a leading 
place in popular esteem, as the finest 
modern work to come out of. Italy, 
where it was originally given in April, 
1912, at a provincial theatre, and later 
at La Scala in Milan. 

Singing «‘‘over’’ a cold last night, 
Signor Caruso delivered superbly the 
entrance air of Avito, as he did again 


the impassioned declamation of the 
death scene at the close. In the second 


act, ‘he was less happy in- the scene 
with Miss Muzio, an episode difficult 
Pather on the dramatic side, and differ- 
ing most from former representations, 
since both the actors \of it were new. 
Miss Muzio, who also sang her music 
well, was in striking.contrast to the 
fragile and flower-like  Fiora known 
hitherto.

opera, a ‘‘ war orphan’’ of the reper- 
tory, which he-has now adopted. Its 
moments of exalted and mystic fantasy 
are new to the tenor, as were certain 
similar aspects of the artist Flammen in

TELLS OF STRANDED JEWS. 
Head of Immigrant Aid Society Ex- 
plains Russian. Situation. 
The ninth annual meeting of the He- 
brew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid: So- 
ciety of America was held last night in 
Cooper Union. John L. Bernstein,: Pres- 
ident of the organization, dwelt on the 
situation . that’ has . presented “ttself= in 
the Far East; where thousands,of Jew~ 
ish emigrants have become stranded on 
their way from Russia to the United 
States.

Congress has exclusive 
control over interstate commerce, but 
it has no’ control over the rights of 
the States to tax properties within 
their boundaries.

the courts, not in Congress. Now that 
the railways are under Federal care 
the States wil] hear more of this. Nat- 
urally, the Senators at fault were in 
bad temper, and showed it by repeating: 
their slanders on the railways, and 
their reproaches on the President for 
coming to their relief. What was said 
was mere “ back: talk,” without nov- 
elty and signifying nothing. The 
House acted with better grace and with 
less language. 

The experience with the ‘Railway bill 
ought to help with the passage of the 
War .Finance Corporation bill, the 
companion bill which should be passed 
before the Liberty Loan can be of- 
fered. Congress could not resist 
amending the Administration proposal 
to strengthen the credit of the utilities 
and war enterprises which have been 
weakened by State and Federal legis- 
lation,. but without improving it. 
There is still a third bill, offering even 
better oppogtunities for either helping 
or hindering war finance. Existing 
legislation hampers the Treasury re- 
garding the amount of: the Liberty 
Loan to be offered, the rate of interest 
to be paid, the terms of conversion of 
earlier loans into later loans, the meth- 
ods of maintaining the par of Liberty 
Loans, and other contentious topics of 
that sort. 

Here is the best opportunity of all 
for Congress either’ to let the responsi- 
bility for the legislation rest with those 
responsiVle for action under it or to 
meddle and muddle on the idea that 


activity signifies efficiency and shows 


that Congress knows more about the 
money power than the Treasury. It 
is to be hoped that Congress will real- 


ize that’ the present question is the 


successful’ floating of the Liberty 
Loan, and not the curbing.of, the 
money trust. The fate of the loan 
lies with the millions, not with the 
millionaires. It is to be a poptlar 
loan, not a Wall Street offering. The 
legislation, therefore, will not be open 
to the reproach that it is meant for 
profit rather, than for patriotism, and 
there will be no merit in opposition of 
any factious sort.

OUR WAR NAVY. . 

The most important paragraph in 
the report of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, which has been conduct- 
ing an inquiry into war preparations, 
deals with the suspended work on the 
battle and scout cruisers. The sea 
tacticians have urged that the build- 
ing program be carried out as ex- 
peditiously as possible. They have 
pointed out that battle cruisers par- 
ticularly have proved themselves: in- 
dispensable units of a fleet in the 
North Sea fights. .The United States 
has no battle cruisers If the war 
goes on for several years, the time 
may come when American battle 
cruisers will be sorely. needed in a 
great and perhaps a decisive engage- 
ment between the Ailies and the Ger- 
man Grand Fleet. Evidently the sea 
tacticians are to be heeded, for the 
House Committee says in its report: 

The navy greatly needs both! scout 
and battle cruisers, without which 
our dreadnought fleet loses a large 
part of its fighting potentiality. We 
approve the principle and earnestly 
favor a resumption of the building 
program as soon as conditions permit, 
and cannot too strongly emphasize the 
importance of providing both scout 
and battle cruisers. 

It may be assumed that the de- 
stroyer program now begins to show 


‘results. The wisdom of paying at- 


tention to this construction, giving it 
priority, has never been disputed by 
those who know the part e de- 
stroyer plays in hunting down and 
sinking enemy submarines, Apparent- 
ly enough destroyers are in hand in 
the yards to justify the release of 
workmen to resume the building of 
cruisers and scouts. The destroyers 
will be completed, the country is as- 
sured, “in from a third to a half the 
“time taken during pre-war condi- 
“tions.” While “ pre-war conditions ” 
produced no records—we did not build 
as fast as the British—the world is 
now to be shown what Americans can 
do when the country is at.war and 
the call for dispatch is urgent, 

One thing may be said about the 
equipment of the new destroyers, 
which will be big boats with a high 
turn of speed. Naval men are ‘nerv- 
ous about a report that 4-inch guns 
may be mounted. The calibre is 
hardly large enough for war condi- 
tions in the North Sea at the present 
time. The Ordnance Bureau should

HTt is true there has been an unprec- 


| edented demand on the Navy Depart- 


ment for guns for all kihds of vessels, 
cargo-carriers. as well 4s. warships, 
large and small. According to the 
committee report, “the ‘bureau has 
“furnished in dppreciabie quanti- 
“ties the Governments of England, 


* France, and Italy with guns from |: 


“ the largest to the smallest calibre.” 
The presumption. is that. the depart- 
ment has maintained an adequate re- 
serve to equip the destroyers. 

The committee repeats the en- 
comiums of Secretary DaNreis on the 
expansion and efficiency of the navy. 
It should be a wonderful story when 
the return of peace permits a full 
recital. If the navy before the war 
‘was the pride of the American people, 
it - was because they knew that every 
ship in commission was ready for 
active service, that the discipline of 
the men was perfect, and that. the 
officers were not only specialists in 
their functions but enthusiastic about 
their profession. -If the American 
Navy had not been well equipped and 
thoroughly trained, it would have 
been incapable of the quick expan- 
sion and adaptability to new~ war 
conditions which Secretary DANIELS 
has found so -worthy of commenda-: 
tion. 

As a people we are fond of talking 
about regords. The achievement of 
the American Navy since the United 
States entered the war is probably 
without a parallel.. It was not ready 
for war in the sense in which the 
British establishment had to be pre- 
pared for a sudden emergency, but in 


a very brief time the United States 


Navy was‘placed on a war footing. 
That in itself justified waving of the 
flag, /out the American people can- 
not know at this time what a great 
burden the navy assumed in arming 
merchant ships and lending them 
crews and in establishing schools to 
train officers and men for those 
ships. Patrol duty on this side of 
the Atlantic as well as abroad has 
called for hundreds of new craft, and 
if the complement of the navy has 
grown from 55,000 to 300,000 men 
there is work for all of them to do. 
Further expansion will doubtless be 
necessary.

AN AGREEMENT WITH SPAIN. 

By our Government’s new trade 
agreement w&h Spain, which was 
signed at Madrid on the 8th, Ger- 
many’s anger probably will be ex- 
cited, as it has been by the similar 
compacts with Holland, Sweden, and 
Norway. ‘The interests of England 
and France, as well as our own, are 
directly affected by the approved 
terms. We obtained for France a 
large credit, to be used in the pur- 
chase of supplies,.and there are to 
be free exports of minerals, woolen 
goods, and other commodities to 
both countries. Our troops in France 
will receive blankets, mules,” and 
food. In return our Government per- 
mits the shipment of cotton, petro- 
leum, and other products to Spain, 
and undertakes to build up Spain’s 
railway system, which has broken 
down. Repairs will serve our inter- 
ests, because the shipment of supplies 
to General PerRsHING was delayed, or 
prevented, by the wretched condition 
of the railways. It has’ been re- 
ported that we asked for the use of 
ships. There is nothing about this 
in the War Trade Board’s statement, 
but it is known that supplies of coal 
here for Spanish ships have been con- 
ditioned upon the direct return of the 
vessels to our ports. Germany has 
protested against similar conditions 
imposed upon the ships of Holland 
and Sweden. 

Disapproval of this — by 
the Berlin Government may affect 
Spain’s attitude toward. the war. Re- 
cent expressions of public opinion in 
Spain have been emphatically hostile 
to Germany. The submarines keep 
‘on sinking Spanish ships. In the last 
six weeks the Giralda, Sebastian, 
Ceferino, Sarniero,- and Neguri have 
been torpedoed, with another that 
was carrying American grain to a 
French port for Switzerland. In ad- 
dition, should be counted the Igotz 
Mendi, captured by a German raider. 
She was stranded on the Danish coast, 
but has been saved. Newspapers in, 
Madrid remark that Spain’s submarine 
losses have recently been greater than 
those of France or Italy. There are 
repeated demands that the Govern- 
merft shall send sharp protests to Ber- 
lin. . , 

At the general’ elections, on ‘the 
24th ult., Germanophile candidates 
everywhere were defeated, and at the 
capital only 1,000 votes were cast in 
support of them. Disagreement in 
the “Cabinet, four days later, as to 
protests about the sinking of ships, 
led to, the..withdrawal of two mem- 
bers.. The entire Cabinet resigned, 
but was reconstructed by filling the 
two. vacancies. There was signif- 
icance in the fact that after recon- 
struction it had the support of Count 
RoMANONES, formerly Premier, be- 
cause his sympathies are with the 
Allies, and he has argued that Spain 
should. join them. On the 8th the 
Cabinet resigned again, for reasons 
not yet made known, but probably 
the cause was disturbance of rela- 
tions with Germany. But on the 10th 
all the’ members consented to remain 
in office. \

Instarices of willing observance of it in 
the mercantile marine as well as in most 
navies aré so numerous, and failures to 
meet its demands so rare, that only 
among landsmen are such episodes as 
the one so warmly praised by the Ad- 
miralty’s spokesman held to be remark- 
able. It was almost, if. not quite, in- 
evitable that when the saving of the 
‘Glenart Castle’s’ survivors demanded 
that several men from the’ Parker should 
leap into the icy waves and fasten lines 
about men too weak to do it for them- 
selves, the requisite number from the 
destroyer’s crew promptly did it. From 
their point of view that was ‘‘only their 
duty.“ and of course it was done. Had 
all of them recoiled from the dangerous 
task—or any of them, indeed—that would 
have been more than remarkable. - It

Frustrating Prussian Propaganda. 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The letter of Emeterio de la Garza in your 
issue of March 12, puncturing the flabby 
bombast of Germany’s commercial boasting 
about what she is going to do in Mexico 
after the whr, is a worthy and timejy con- 
tribution in correction of Prussian propa- 
ganda such as the world is being fed upon 
daily from the spawning grounds. of peace 
piffie in control of Berlin. 

There. should be some more systematic 
effort to meet every such emission with the 
facts, so as to give the falsehoods of the 
Kaiser's agents no chance even to deposit 
a sediment of acceptance in the ‘popular 
mind of the country. 

Practically every bit of alleged news that 
comes out from Berlin nowadays is con- 
cocted by official formula, with the purpose 
of preparing the neutral and even allied 
countries for a Prussian peace. Ir this case 
fear is appealed to—fear of a ianized 
Mexico. These Potsdam villains know that 
idhey are a hundred times more in need of 
peace than the allied countries are, Riding 
roughshod over Russia after having -made 
‘“* peace” with her is only what we may 
expect from Prussian peace proposals until 
the coming time when the allied powers are 
in a position to turn completely the tables 
on the foes of human and national freedom. 

Such a persistent effort against Prussian 
purposes would serve to disclose the demoral- 
izing character of international intercourse 
under Prussian auspices. For from Prussian: 
ism we have nothing to expect other than 
a diplomacy which makes friendship between 
nations impossible, where the only known 
policy is that of dividing and enslaving the 
peoples ‘whose control dis cpveted.. Our 
friendship with Mexico, as always with 
Japan, may be imperiled from Prussian 
sources at any time.

The New York papers published 
some time ago from authentic 
that the Central Powers had sent an 
ultimatum to Rumania to compel ‘her 
to make peace under the threat of be- 
ing annihilated if she refused, and that 
Rumania had signed the peace terms. 
The conditions of this peace are s0 
harsh that they differ little from the 
threatened destruction. Among them 
we quote: 


L Rumania. — Dobrudja, im 
favor of Bulgaria. 
Il, She must submit to the rectification 
of her northwest frontier in favor of Hun- 
‘ gary. f 


Dobrudja is a large part of Rumania, 
situated’ on the borders of the Black 
Sea and at the mouth of the Danube, an 
old Rumanian province under the rule 
of the Rumanian Prince Mircea in the 
fourteenth century. It later became a 
Turkish province. In 1877 Russia and 


obtain the freedom of the Bulgarians 
under her domination. On the occasion 
of the conclusion of peace in the Con- 
gress of Berlin the Russians took by 
force a part of Rumania, Bessarabia, 
as-a recompense (7?) for the aid Ru- 
mania gave them against Turkey, and 
then the Congress, as compensation for 
this injustice, gave back to Rumania 
ther ancient Province of Dobrudja. 
At that time this province was in a 
Llamentable state, as are all the Turkish 
provinces. The Rumanians made great 
efforts to develop it. The small/and 
dirty cities became large and beautiful. 
Constanza especially became a’ first- 
class port. Railroads traversed this 
province in all directions, and a bridge, 
which was a European work of art, 
stretched across the Danube, linking to- 
gether Dobrudja and the mother coun- 
try. Schogls, roads, hospitals, an in- 
telligent agricultural and mineral ex- 
ploitation; a .pipe. line ‘connecting the 
oil wells of Rumania with the Port of 
Constanza; oil tanks as well as depots 
of grain destined for export, have cost 
vast sums of money to Rumania, and 
they transformed Dobrudja into a ver- 
itable garden. The popttation is com- 
posed of half a million R » 40,~ 
000 Bulgarians, who have become Ru- 
manian citizens, and 50,000 to 60,000 
Turks, Germans, and Rumanians of 
Transylvania. Without Dobrudja, Ru- 
mania is like a man without hands. 
| The rectification of the northwest 
frontier in favor of Mungary means 
simply that a part of small Rumania 
passes into the power of her most 
dangerous neighbors, the Hungarians 
who, up to the present, have been held 
in check by the natural positions of the 
mountains. They now want these posi- 
tions in order that. Rumania may hence- 
forth be at their mercy. Under these 
conditions one can easily’ understand 
that the acceptance of the peace pro- 
posed by the enemy signifies simply 
the destruction of Rumania from a polit- 
ical, economic, and strategic point: of 
vieva 

How then does it happen that Ru- 
mania, so valiant, so brave, can accept 
such a peace? To reply better to this 
question I ahall reproduce a passage 
from: an appeal: nadé! by her Majesty 
te Quem’ et Bestinfite. te thie Ainachoen

leave a human heart indifferent, gives 
the real situation of my poor country, 
We had to bow before famine. Ru- 
mania. is at the end of her resources, 
but not of her courage, With the knife 


for her Government and her army in 
any. friendly country, for she is sur- 
rounded wholly by enemies, Russia be- 
ing among them. The Allies could, not) 
aid her with men,.munitions or food. 
Fate willed it that Rumania, this coun- 
try of Latin origin, should be situated 
between the Slavs and the Hungarians. 
Encircled- by - Austria-Hungary, Bul- 
garia, and Russia, she could have no 
direct communication with the rest of 
the world exgept through Serbia or 
through the Dardanelles, which have 
been in the hands of the Germans since 
the beginning of the European war. 

The late King Carol; who died in 
October, 1914, conceived the idea that 
Rumania should enter the war on. the 
side of Germany. He had full confi- 
dence in the military forces and organ- 
izations of the latter country. He had 
no confidence in the military organiza- 
tion of Russia, and considered the Rus- 
sian policy above all as dangerous to 
the interests of Rumania. His views 
were not shared by the Cabinet. of 
Bratianu, which was under the in- 
fluence of the ancient Rumanian policy; 
which had for its aim the liberation of 
4,000,000 of Rumanians tortured under 
the domination of the Hungarians, who 
were the allies of Germany in the Eu- 
ropean conflict. ' 

Rumania, imbued with the désire to 

contribute toward hastening the end of 
this great conflict and under thé im- 
Perative -necessity of safeguarding her 
racial interests, saw herself under the 
necessity of‘ entering the ranks of the 
Allies declaring war cnly upon Austria- 
Hungary. 
It is certain ‘that this intervention 
would have had the desired results if the 
agreement between Rumania and her 
allies had been executed in good faith 
by all parties. Unfortunately the in- 
ternal situation of Russia was not 
known at that time. No ope realized 
that German influence was so deeply 
rooted’ in Russia, that the Russian 
patriots were put aside by a policy dis- 
astrous and harmful to Russian in- 
terests, and that Russia was condemned 
to disaster, as were all small countries 
which counted on the support of this 
empire, the other allies being too far 
away. 

The destruttion of Serbia, left alone be- 
fore a formidable enemy, should have at- 
tracted the attention of the Rumanian 
Government as an indication of the fate 
which was reserved for us, but it pur- 
sued its program of unity of race, and, 
concluding a political and military con- 
vention with the Allies, hastened to exe- 
cute its’ engagements scrupulously, not 
waiting to determine if the Russians 
‘would be abis to Go the sanie. * 

The ‘conduct of Stiirmér, and ‘after- 
ward that’ of Lenine, filled Rumania’s 
cup of misery and cast her into the 
abyss. 

Before this great blow we bow without 
a murmur, with the eee y that all 
of our allies yecognize that Rumania 
has fulfilled her duty bravely and fully; 
that she is forced by famiine, by unfor- 
tunate and unforeseen circumstances to 
accept a forced and undesired peace; but, 
above all, we cling to the belief that the 
Allies, aided by the great democracy of 
the United . States, will establish the 
reign of the liberty of nations in the 
world, and that at.the final agreement 
the great sacrifices and loyalty of Ru- 
mania will not be forgotten.

The Struggle for a Democratic Ger- 
many Deserves Support. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

It is hard to believe that there are still 
left in this country citizens of Teutonic 
birth or parentage who continue to be- 
lieve in the Kaiser and his junker Gov- 
ernment, who refuse’to seé that all the 
blood shed and the horrors perpetrated 
are only to give the Kaiser more power 
over the German people and in the 
world, 

Dr. William E. Bohn of New York 
and the society he represents, the 
Friends of German Democracy, are doing 
good work. They take the vision to 
people that still live in darkness, who 
read only what the German-language 
papers tell them of what is being done 
in and by the “ beloved Fatherland.”’ 
All is well, they imagine, there; no in- 
vasion, no distress, no loss of territory. 
Germany cannot lose. The war is as 
good as over and Germany is victor. 

But what of—the recent strikes in 
Berlin and other cities? A pamphlet 
secretly’.circulated in Berlin ba such 
paragraphs as the following:

Peacd will come 
when the Germans say to their Emperor: 
** You, whom we have followed and obeyed; 
you, for whom we have sacrificed our- 
selves and our dear ones; you, who have 
not shared even our ideals and beliefs and 
traditions, we have sacrificed all to you, 
and. what have we in return? Nothing but 
hunger and cold and nakedness, disease and 
death, ruin and destitution. 

‘* All over the world we are despised and 
hated. On our forehead rests the curse of 
Cain. . Men shun us in the streets, and cur 
language is forbidden, We, have you, Bm- 
peror William, we have you to thank that 
‘the achievements of a century of national 
effort have been lost. We will no longer 
Do such expressions indicate that all 
is well? Do they not rather show that 
underneath the surface the forces of in- 
telligence and righteousness are begin- 
ning to seethe? : 

Germany itself. may so far be safe. 
No foe has invaded her borders, while 
the lands she has robbed and ravaged 
with cruelties unspeakable are slowly

ing but ‘hunger and cold and nakedness, 
—" and death, ruin and destitu-

Germany is ‘up a burden of in- 
debtedness ler which the people must 
groan and stagger for generations. She 
has lost the good-will, the respect, and 
the confidence of the world. Even the 
few neutral nations are held to their 
neutrality only through helplessness and 
fear. Germany today is the most 
despised and most hated nation on the 
Blobe. It takes courage even here in 


man to speak the language of the 
Fatherland in a public place. Not even 
the humble class speak German outside 
their homes:' Why? Because they fear 
they will rouse suspicion or create 
odium. The subtle German propaganda 
and spy activity have been so wide- 
spread and involved so many agents 
that all Germans are\ under a cloud of 
suspicion unless they prove their devo- 
tion to America by some other means 
than silence. 

Dr. Bohn and his society should re- 
ceive encouragement and support from 
all German-Americans who are loyal 
to our country’s cause. It-is our coun- 
try’s fight''to make the world safe for 
democracy, and so it is a fight for the 
freedom and welfare of. the Germanys} 
people as much as for our own. All of 
us who'are of Teutonic birth or blood 
should realize this pituation by this 
time and do our share by voice and ef- 
fort to aid in‘the good work. It is too 
late now t we are in the war to al- 
low any German-American to. repeat 
the silly slander that America entered 
the war for financial or commercial 
reasons.

CHINA'S NEEDS CONSIDERED 
— — 
Editor of Asia Would Have Japan 
Clear Up the Far Eastern Sit- 
uation Created by Russia. 


The New York Peace Sociéty, at its 
monthly meeting held yesterday at. its 
rooms at 70 Fifth Avenué; vigorously 
repudiated the statement made by Fred- 
erick Moore, editor of Asia, that we 
probably were not going to-win the war. 
Mr. Moore, who addressed the meeting 
on international problems of the Far 
Bast,. answered questions. at the close 
of the meeting, and this statement was 
made in response to an ‘inquiry from 
Mrs. J. H. Millbank of Freeport, who . 
had read alarming magazine . stories 
about submarine losses and wanted to 
know how we were going to win, “I 
don’t think we are,” said Mr. Moore. 
“I think it will end in a compromise,’’ 

There was a chorus of gasps and ex- 
clamations of protest at this, and at the 
close of the questioning Dr. Charles H. 
Levermore, Secretary of the society, rose 
and said: . 

“We appreciate Mr. Moore's. very in- 
teresting address, but- we all hope and 
feel that he is wrong in his expecta- 
tions of the future, The New York 
Peace Society does not believe as an 
organization,. nor. do the individual 
members, that we are going to lose the 
war or that it will end in a compromise. 
We believe wé aré going to win it,” 

There was vigorous applause at this 
from the members of the organization, 
which has supported the. President's 
course in the war and the international 
crises which preceded it, and which has 
devoted its efforts since the.war began 
not-to the question of getting peace, but 
to the study of international questions 
dealing with its maintenance in the 
future. Mr. Moore -said afterward that 
he had no question of the determina- 
tion of the American people, but that 
he thought some oftheir allies might 
weaken, and that the whole anti-Ger- 
manic alliancé might in consequence be 
forced to a negotiated peace. “ We 
have got to fight the war with all our 
strength,” he said, “unless we want 
German domination of the world:!’ 

Supervision for China. 

Mr. Moore declared that China is in 
a state of chaos today, due to the en- 
tire lack of patriotism and self-sacrifice 
among all byt a very few of the popu- 
lation, and advocated financial super- 
vision by ‘“ England, America, Japan 
and any other nations which might care 
to join them. Theré is no doubt,” he 
went on, “ that from the material. point 
of view even exclusively Japanése su- 
Pervision—supervision by any outside 
‘nation—would be a good thing for 
China, though from the idealistic stand- 
point it would be tegrettable. Person- 
ally, I should like to see the Chinese 
given about twenty years ‘to try to get 
their own affairs straightened out, but 
I do not believe that they could do it.

Ayer, who came from England and 
settled ip Haverhill, Mass., 
Frederick Ayer attended a private 
academy in Baldwinsville, N. Y., whére 
he afterward became a clerk: in the 
local general store. Then some time 
later he went into business with his 
brother, Dr. James C. Ayer, in the 
manufacture of proprietary. medicines. 
The firm of J. C. Ayer & Co, was 
founded in 1855, and after the death 
of Dr. Ayer it was incorporated. Its 
product was distributed all over the 
world. : 

In 1871 Mr. Ayer and his brother 
bought the controlling interest in .the 
Tremont Millis and the Suffolk Manu- 
facturing Company of Lowell, :Mass., 
and consolidated the two companies 
under the name of Tremont and Suffolk 
Mills. In 1885 Mr. Ayer purchased the 
entire property of ‘the Washington 


Treasurer of the company he reo 
ized. , 

He was one of the principal organizers 
of the American Woolen Company in 
1899 and was the first President of.the 
concern, resigning in 1905. He was also 
one of the organizers of the New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
of which he was a Director until 1886, 
when he resigned, 

Mr. Ayer was one of the organizers: 
and for several years Treasurer of the 
Lake Superior Ship Canal and Railway 
and Iron Company. At the time of his 
death he. was a Director of the Colum- 
bian National Life Insurance Company, 


ternational Trust Company, the J. C. 
Ayer Company, the Tremont and Suf- 
folk Mills, the Boston Elevated Railroad 
Company, and the Lowell & Andover 
Railroad Company,’ which he organized 
many years ago. 

He was a member ‘or - the Algonquin 
Club, the Beacon Society, and Country 
Club of Boston. He was married in 
1858 at Syracuse, N. Y., to Miss Cor~ 
nelia : Wheaton, by whom he had. two 
sons and two daughters, and, his first 
wife having died in 1878, he later mar- 
ried Miss Ellen’ Banning at St. Louis, 
Mo. The children by this marriage 
were a'son and two daughters. 

Mr. Ayer was frequently confused 
with his nephew, Frederick Fanning 
Ayer, author of .the book of poems, 
** Bill and Wing,” and the manager of 
the Ayer estates. It is estimated that

He was of French: descent, his father 
having been one of Napoleon’s officers 
left behind wounded in the retreat from 
Moscow. He was associated with Mili 
Alexeivitch Balakirev, by whose in- 
fluence the free school of music was 
established, whéreby the modern school 
of Russian music was largely stimu- 
lated. 

Among the works of Cui. were “ Le 
Saracene ’’ and i‘ Mademoiselle Fifi.”

Headed by Theodore P. Shonts of 
the Interborough and Colonel T. 8. 

of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, a delegation of railway men 
from all · parts of the State, called on 
Governor Whitman and appealed to 
him''to urge the Legislature to immed- 
iately enact their bill into law. 

The measure would make it lawful for 
any railroad within’ the State to a 
the proposed increased fare where 5 
cents has been fixéd as the maximum 
fare “‘either by order of the Public 
Service Commission or by the terms of 
any consent or franchise or of ahy con- 
tract’’ with any authorities. To clarify 
existing. doubt as to the authority of the 
Public Service Commissions to increase 
fares, the bill declares a 6-cent fare 
to be a “just and -reasonable ‘ra: 

The bill would have the effect of tak- 
ing the power of increasing and reduc- 
ing fares from the Public Service Com- 
missions. Governor Whitman told ‘the 
railroad men that such legislation could 
not possibly pass,.and he suggested that 
the increase be subject to the approval 
of the .commissions. This suggestion 
will. be in the bill to be presented td the 
wifbe a cytment of Tower of 
utilities. boards. es 

Effect on Conflicting Decisions. 

The “bill, in this*-amended férm,. if 
passed, ‘the Govérnor said, might serve
